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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The languages in the newly amended claims raise new issue that require further consideration and or search. 
See for instance the language "a photoreactive crosslinking component" in claim 1 and claim 29. The specification disclosure does not 
discloses that "a photoreactive crosslinking component able to undergo a reversible reaction upon stimulation with ultraviolet light" . The 
specification disclosure discloses two type of agents, i.e., "crosslining agent" and "photoreactive component". See page 5, (2) and page 6, 
(3). The photoreactive component does not possess a "crosslinking property", but the photoreactive component (group) is reponsible for 
triggering of a change in shape which is controllable. This photoreactive group is a unit, able to undergo a reversible reaction (with a 
second photoreactive group) by means of stimulation with suitable light, preferably UV irradiation. Thus, the photoreactive component 
presented in the specification as originally filed does not have a crosslinking property such as now being claims. Thus, the new property of 
the "photoreactive component" requires further consideration. The use term "photoreactive component" in claims 3-5, 7, 9-10, 21 is not 
consistent with the term "a photoreactive crosslinking component" presented in claim 1 . Thus, it causes the issue under 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph. See also the term "photoreactive crossliking agent" in claim 29, line 3 vs. claim 29, line 5. .
